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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1 and 67, Applicant argues that 
the control signals disclosed in Schaeffer are not transmitted with an audio signal as combined signal or use to manipulate the audio 
signal. The examiner disagrees. Paragraphs 0021, Schaeffer teaches the present invention is a system whereby existing powerlines are 
utilized as a data transport medium whereby computer network data, audio data, video data, control signals, encapsulated data, native 
communication signals, and any combinations thereof are transported via powerlines, wherein powerline access portals are provided at 
electrical power outlets to thereby enable data to be transmitted onto and received from standard powerlines, and wherein filters can be 
installed at power junction boxes to ensure that data is not transported to any powerlines that are not considered part of a data network. 
Also, Applicant argues application of control signals in Schaeffer, Paragraph 0096, is to send a signal that will turn lights on and off, 
control audio system. In another word, the control signal in Schaeffer are used to simply turn remotely located electronic devices on and 
off. The examiner disagrees. Paragraph 0096, Schaeffer clearly teaches control signals is to send a signal that will turn lights on and off, 
control audio systems, intercoms, security systems, and television entertainment systems . 
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
